SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

This untitled photograph has been classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The photograph presents as an amateur snapshot of a naked child in a bath. The 
female subject of the photograph presents as happy and relaxed, and at ease in the 
presence of the photographer. The central focus of the photograph is on the child’s 
face. Her upper body is visible, but is partially obscured by the angle of the 
composition. Her lower body (including genitals) is largely hidden by the bath water. 
The photograph appears to be natural and unposed. It does not encourage a sexual 
reading. It is in no way considered to exploit the nudity of the child, but to be a simple 
shot that may be found in any family album. 

None of the criteria of the Films, Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are 
considered to apply to the photograph. It has accordingly been given an unrestricted 
classification. 
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
